It would be hard to find 2 happier 
people at Hollywood Park this season than 
Dr. and Mrs. J. R. Smith, of San Luis 
Rey. owners and breeders of the stakes 
winners Fair Molly and Focus. 


The Smiths own a small farm and 
conduct a modest stable, but from the 
looks of things they are going to have to 
expand soon. The meeting was only 3 
days old when Focus, a 2-year-old. won a 
division of the Cabrillo Stakes. and 5 days 
later his 3-year-old sister, Fair Molly. 
took care of the third running of the 
Goose Girl Stakes. Both are by *Fair 
Truckle out of Me Sooner, by Menow. 


Dr. Smith is a career Navy man who 
retired in 1947 as a captain in the Medical 
Corps. He and Mrs. Smith settled in 
Oceanside. Calif.. but early last year moved 
to their farm in San Luis Rey. They 
hoped to have fun breeding and racing a 
few horses. and things hardly could have 
worked out better for them. 


From their trainer, B. B. Slasky, they 
already had purchased Me Sooner, which 
had been claimed from the Brolite Farm. 
For the Smiths, Me Sooner’s first foal was 
For Example, which had a lot of speed at 
2 in 1953. By *Soon Over, he became a 
stakes winner at Pomona. 

When For Example was foaled, Dr. and 
Mrs. Smith were boarding out Me Sooner. 
so Fair Molly actually was the first horse 
to be raised on their farm. Focus is the 
second, which gives them a perfect record 
for stakes winners. 

Me Sooner has a_ suckling colt by 
*Windy City II. for which the Smiths have 
turned down some substantial offers, and 
she now has been bred to Cover Up. They 
have booked her to *Noor for next year- 

Focus will take a shot at nearly all the 
2-year-old stakes this summer at Holly- 
wood Park. while Molly’s next start will 
be in the Sea Breeze Stakes at one mile 
on June 7. “She really isn’t much of a 
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router.” Slasky says. “but she can go a 
mile against fillies of her own age. She 
could use another 50 pounds on her frame, 
but. with her heart. you always have her 
to beat.” 


NO DRAG. Until his crushing defeat 
in the Argonaut Handicap. El Drag had 
been getting more space in the public 
prints than his famous stablemate, Swaps. 
All he had done in his last 2 starts was 
equal the 6-furlong track record of 1:09, 
then shatter a world record by running 7 
furlongs in 1:20. 


Granted that the Hollywood Park track 
this season is faster than it ever has been 
before. the last still was a terrific race. As 
trainer Meshach Tenney pointed out, if El 
Drag had gone another furlong in :14 
flat. he would have run a mile in 1:33. 
34-second faster than Citation’s world 
record. 

He had that opportunity in the Argo- 
naut, and after running head and head 
with Mister Gus, quit rather badly and 
finished last. Somewhere in the race he 
had injured a knee. 

Owner Rex Ellsworth and Tenney 
thought so much of El Drag at the begin- 
ning of his career that they named him 
for their own cattle brand from their 
Arizona ranch—an L with a drag line at 
the bottom. He was afflicted by almost 
everything, and the cowboys were ready 
to retire him as an unsound horse when 
the soreness suddenly disappeared. 

Watching him parade to the post for 
the Premier Handicap, Ellsworth turned 
to Tenney and remarked, “There goes 
$100.000 worth of horse and we’ve hardly 
got a penny out of him.” 

There is a story about how El Drag got 
his stripes. foot-long scars on each shin. 


It seems his fore legs were blistered, then 
got infected. Before they could heal, El 
Drag managed to chew the skin away. 
Although the legs are perfectly well now, 
the scars will remain. 


MISTER GUS. Credit for winning the 
Argonaut went to Louis B. Mayer’s Alidon, 
but the horse that won my admiration was 
Mister Gus. After racing El Drag into 
defeat, he hung on tenaciously and was 
beaten only 3 parts of a length in new 
track-record time of 1:3444. 

As a 2-year-old, Mister Gus won his 
first start down the Widener Course at 
Belmont Park by more than 6 lengths in 
1:0825. only one-fifth off True North’s 
track record. In his second start he was 
made an odds-on favorite over Fisherman 
and Correlation in the East View Stakes, 
but finished seventh. 

Last year Llangollen Farm acquired 
Mister Gus from his breeder, Gustave 
Ring. and under Charley Whittingham’s 
care the *Nasrullah colt seems to have 
recovered his brilliant 2-year-old form. 

In his first start this season Mister Gus 


‘equaled the old 7-furlong track record at 


1:2115—-which, of course, isn’t too fast 
the way things are going at Hollywood 
Park—and then he came back with his 
terrific race in the Argonaut. 

This reporter has an idea that a hard 
race like the Argonaut was just what 
Mister Gus needed to fit him for the $100,- 
000 Californian on June 11. A ticket on 
him would look pretty good now.

Nashua’s Preakness Figured, 


But the Race Had 2 Heroes 


BALTIMORE 


With Swaps dozing in his stall at Holly- 
wood Park. and Summer Tan and Dedicate 
waiting for another day, the Preakness 
figured to be little more than a formality 
for Belair Stud’s Nashua. On paper the 
Pimlico classic lacked a worthy challeng- 
er for the Eastern 3-year-old champion. 
Saratoga had not trained well for the 
race. and there was a suspicion that the 
high-strung son of *Blenheim II had 
Traffic Judge. in training less 
than 3 months. was light in flesh and some 
questioned his readiness to carry 126 
pounds for 1,3; miles against the likes of 
Nashua. It would require an upset of Jim 
Dandy proportions for any of the others— 
Sticks. Fleet Path. Go Lightly. Nance’s 
Lad. or Honeys Alibi—to steal home in 
front. If Nashua were beaten it would be 
by his own temperament. 
race calculations. 


gone sour. 


So went the pre- 


In the paddock Nashua was a burnished 
mahogany figure of brute strength. There 
was the merest suggestion of sweat on his 
thick-set neck: otherwise he was calm and 
perfectly amenable to his handlers’ wishes. 
In contrast. the paddock was an ordeal 
for Saratoga. Trembling and sweating 
copiously. he was saddled outside his stall. 
away from the others. Water trickled 
from his belly to the tanbark as he entered 
the enclosure. When he left there wasn’t 
a dry hair on him. 


Eddie Blind termed the 79th Preakness 
field the best-mannered he ever had start- 
ed. The 8 horses filed in the gate as if 
they were being led to the feed tub. They 
broke as one. with Saratoga and Nashua 
brushing slightly in their eagerness to get 
under way. Nick Shuk immediately an- 
nounced his intention to set the pace with 
Saratoga. Honeys Alibi and Fleet Path 
elected to go along with him. while Arcaro 
and Nashua sought a rail position just aft 
of the front-running trio. 

Racing past the shadow of the old club 
house. Saratoga was under a snug hold as 
Honeys Alibi prompted him from the out- 
side. Two lengths back and 4 feet off the 
rail. Arcaro rocked and cooked. Fleet 
Patch. Sticks. and Go Lightly were bunch- 
ed behind him. Traffic Judge and Nance’s 
Lad tagged in the rear. 

Saratoga drew out to a length lead in 
the backstretch. discouraging Fleet Path 
and then Honeys Alibi. With the sprinters 
accounted for. Arcaro moved up. bending 
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into the far turn about 4 lengths behind 
the flying Saratoga. At this juncture 
Guerin loosed a wrap on Traffic Judge. 
Farther back. Nance’s Lad was moving. 
too. picking up horses. 

Shuk ceased pulling and started pushing 
while turning for home. Nashua. alerted 
by 2 sharp cracks of the whip. closed in 
for the kill. With Shuk stoking the furnace 
with a steady left-handed whip. Saratoga 
was under full steam as Nashua and board- 
ing party pulled alongside in the early 
stretch. Locked in a duel for an eighth 
of a mile. Nashua and Saratoga. in tight 
along the rail. rapidly detached themselves 
from the others. 

Shuk worked feverishly with hand. heel. 
and whip to wring every ounce of run 
from his mount. Arearo” scuffed and 
scrubbed. whip drawn but unused. Nashua 
inched away in the closing yards. A 
length separated Nashua from the Mont- 
pelier speedster as they flashed under the 
wire. On the strength of time. Saratoga 
would have won any other Preakness, 

Traffic Judge. next in line. finished 8 
lengths out of it after engaging Nance’s 
Lad in a battle for third money of $15.000. 
The latter. considered a speed merchant. 
came from last place to gain the minor 
award. Nance’s Lad does not accept rat- 
ing kindly. and his connections. who fear- 
ed he would “22 it” early. were heartened 
by his come-from-behind performance. 
Trainer H. A. (Rabbit) Dabson plans to 
freshen his colt for a few weeks.

quickest since 1925, when the classic was 
lengthened to its present 1,3; miles. The 
track had been scraped and leveled on 
the morning of the race and was at its 
fastest for the feature. The fractions, 
all except the final one belonging to 
Saratoga. were :23°5. :4715. 1:11. 1:35°5, 
and 1:5485- In trving to spread Saratoga’s 
speed as thin as possible. Shuk’s rating 
was excellent. His quarters were :23°5, 
12385. :2345. and :2455. Nashua came 
off this fast pace to get the final three- 
sixteenths in :19 flat. His time clipped 
115 seconds from Tom Fool’s track record 
set in the 1953 Pimlico Special. in which 
the Greentree colt was being eased at the 
end. Capot held the old Preakness mark 
of 1:56. Ted Atkinson rode both Green- 
tree stars to their Pimlico records and 
when he slid off Nashua after working him 
for the first time last winter, he stated 
that the colt was the nearest thing to Tom 
Fool he’d ever been on. 

If the Belair colt did any clowning dur- 
ing the Preakness it was a well kept 
secret. He saved showmanship for the 
winner's circle. where he would have no 
part of the traditional blanket of black- 
eved Susans. The big bay wheeled and 
became fractious when a battery of flash 
bulbs popped. and owner Woodward 
waved off attendants bearing the mock 
Susans. Nashua left the over-populated 
winner's circle without so much as sniffing 
his floral tribute. And if the sight of this 
smarted Maryland Jockey Club pride it 
was just as well that members didn’t see 
Nashua cooling out under blue and 
pink cooler bearing the inscription. WIN- 
NER 1955—THE FLAMINGO.

Mare’s Nest Buys Mare’s Nest 


In 1940 John Hay Whitney gave the 
name Mare’s Nest to the Kentucky farm 
where he then was concentrating his 
Thoroughbred breeding operation. This 
fine title went almost unnoticed, particu- 
larly after Jock Whitney and his sister 
Mrs. C. S. Payson inherited the nearby 
Greentree Farm from their mother, and 
the farm itself became a relatively un- 
important adjunct of Greentree. 

This week the old Mare’s Nest was sold 
by Greentree Stud, Inc.. to Mare’s Nest 
Stud. Ine., an organization incorporated 
last week with Leslie Combs II and John 
W. Hanes as the only stockholders. 
Possession was to be given at once. Tax 
stamps on the deed indicated that the price 
for the 278.07 acres. including a large 
residence. was about $361,500. 

The new owners have not yet made 
definite plans for use of the property, 
but probably will move horses there later, 
Combs indicated. They are partners in 
the ownership of about a dozen mares and 
also in several shares in stallions. 


Count Gallahad’s Death 


Mrs. John D. Hertz’s 21-year-old stallion 
Count Gallahad died the morning of May 
24 at her Amarillo Ranch. Woodland Hills. 
Calif. Farm manager Victor Heerman 
Jr. said death apparently was caused by a 
heart attack. 

By *Sir Gallahad IIT out of Mrs. Hertz’s 
good stakes winner Anita Peabody. Count 
Gallahad showed speed in his early train- 
ing but never was sound enough to race. 
In 1938 Mrs. Hertz sent him to Charles A. 
Asbury’s Hedgewood Farm, near Lexing- 
ton. and 9 years later moved him to 
Amarillo Ranch.

The U. S. government’s tax case against 
William G. (Big Bill) Lias. owner of 
Wheeling Downs race track. was decided 
last week.

the years from 1942 through 1948. Judge 
Clarence P. Lemire ruled that Lias was 
liable for $2.012.222, plus additional 
interest to be computed later. 

In 1949 Lias was acquitted of a charge 
of fraud in connection with his income 
tax returns from 1942 through 1946. In 
1952 he offered to settle the tax claim for 
$1.600.000. but the offer was rejected by 
the U. S. Attorney General.

SARATOGA has been beaten but not 
embarrassed in his last 2 starts. On both 
occasions his conqueror had to break a 
track record to head him. Trainer Frank 
A. Bonsal agreed with Shuk that the 
Preakness was Saratoga’s finest race. 
Asked about the Montpelier colt’s reluc- 
tance to train fo rthe race. Bonsal said: 

“It’s true. He was a little tempera- 
mental for the first time last Monday 
when we planned to send him a mile. He 
went off sluggishly. and pulled himself 
up after 6 furlongs. Nick Trombero, his 
regular exercise boy. broke him off again 
at the eighth-pole but he didn’t work 
satisfactorily- 

“After deciding to work him five-eighths 
on Thursday we re-considered. and revert- 
ed back to the original schedule; walk 
Tuesday. gallop Wednesday and Thurs- 
day. and blow out Friday. He went real 
kind Friday. blowing out three-eighths 
and pulling up a half in :49. We felt 
better then.” 

Future plans? “TI don’t think we can 
do anything with the horse that beat us. 
We might go in the Leonard Richards at 
Delaware the same day as the Belmont. or 
we might try again in the Belmont. It’s 
up to Mrs. Scott.” 

Gee M. Cohen’s Chuck Thompson was 
scratched the morning of the race when 
trainer C. R. White detected a suspicious 
ankle. He diagnosed the trouble as an 
osselet—after the $500 entry fee had been 
paid. 


BUSINESS. Adverse weather condi- 
tions were blamed for the disappointing 
attendance of 26.251. There was a drizzle 
and a fog until after the first race. By 
Preakness time the sun was out but the 
air remained muggy. 

Nashua closed as a prohibitive 3-to-10 
choice. Saratoga was next in line at 6.70 
to 1. then Traffic Judge at 814 to 1. 
Sticks. the surprise entry and a non-winner 
this year. was a shorter price than Nance’s 
Lad. victor in the Hutcheson and Foun- 
tain of Youth Handicaps and Swift Stakes 
this season. 

Of the $438.021 wagered in the feature. 
$325.816 was on Nashua’s nose. In the 
show pool $184.654 of the total $213.940 
was riding on the winner. The track had 
to put up $27.576 to meet minimum pay- 
off requirements when a minus show pool 
developed. 

The 79th Preakness grossed $116.100. 
but substantial place awards cut Nashua’s 
swag to $67.550—still enough to hurtle 
the son of *Nasrullah into eighth place 
on the list of leading money winners. The

Sewell Combs 


Stephen Sewell Combs, prominent in 
Kentucky racing for many years. died 
May 27 in a Lexington hospital, at the age 
of 76. Failing health had limited his 
activity in recent years, and, though he 
continued as vice president of the Combs 
Lumber Company. he had had no connec. 
tion with racing in the last decade. 


Born in Frenchburg. Ky., Mr. Combs 
moved to Lexington in 1895 and associated 
himself in business with other members 
of his vigorous family. He raced a small 
stable. and in 1923 was elected president 
of the Kentucky Racing Association. 
William J. Fields appointed him to the 
Kentucky State Racing Commission on 
April 21, 1927, after his brother, the late 
Thomas A. Combs, had retired as chair. 
man, and he continued as a member of 
the commission for 17 years, under 5 
governors, ending his service in April, 
1944, 

Mr. Combs was married, on Christmas

Prior to the second race of opening 
day. May 7, Beulah Park stewards tore 
open an envelope. glanced at the claim 
therein. and summarily rejected it as 
The horse named on 
the claim was Mary’s Frank. which finish- 
ed fourth and went back to the barn of 
A. F. Corbin. of Newport. Ky. 

Eleven days later “Mary’s Frank” was 
in again. and this time he won. adding to 
the unhappiness of the racing firm of 
Becker and Thomas. which had made the 
voided claim and then protested to the 
Ohio State Racing Commission. Now they 
cot an injunction from Common Pleas 
Court to prevent removal of the horse from 
the grounds and to prevent payment of 
the purse. 

The racing commission cited — the 
stewards to appear and testify on May 24. 
The stewards stated at that hearing that 
thev had disallowed the claim because 
neither partner in the stable had initialed 
the claim nor countersigned the stable 
name. They said the stable name alone 
did not constitute a valid signature. 

The commission held that the stewards 
were “too technical” and ordered the 
horse delivered to Marion Becker, of 
Celina. Ohio. and Russ Thomas. of Swan- 
ton. Ohio. and directed that the $800 first 
money won in the race of May 18 be paid 
to them instead of Corbin. 

Two days after the hearing. on May 26. 
Monte Weil. a Beulah steward for 3 years. 
resigned effective May 30. His letter to 
R. J. Dienst. track head. said in part: “T 
find it impossible to work under the Ohio 
State Racing Commission where — the 
stewards are given no consideration. ... I 
do not ever expect to apply for another 
license in this state under the present 
commission. . .” 

One day later. Tom Sanford, presiding 
steward at Beulah Park for 13 years. bow- 
ed out echoing the Weil sentiments: “The 
racing commission has established a prece- 
dent which will prevent stewards at race 
meetings hereafter conducted in Ohio from 
performing their duties adequately... . I 
cannot with self-respect serve as a steward 
under such circumstances.”

Amour Drake and Phil Drake: 
Old Story with a New Ending 


Ersom, May 25 

The finish of the 1949 Derby had 2 
dramatic versions. On the race course at 
Epsom. Nimbus edged over to the right. 
leaning on Swallow Tail and crossing the 
line of the French colt Amour Drake. 
which. after having been forced to change 
his course. made a storming finish but 
was beaten a head by Nimbus. 

In Paris. Leon Volterra was mortally 
ill, but still conscious enough to request 
his wife to listen to the broadcast of the 
race and report the result to him. Mme. 
Volterra described the race and announced 
that Amour Drake had been declared the 
winner in the photo-finish. Her story 
provided a last moment of happiness for 
Leon Volterra; the breeder and owner of 
Amour Drake died the next day. 

Mme. Volterra. who has brains as well 
as a heart. kept her husband’s horses and 
won many races under the “white, red 
hoops. white sleeves and cap.” and now, 
6 years after the Nimbus-Amour Drake 
finish, she really has won the Derby. 


Missing from the starting field was the 
unfortunate Hugh Lupus; the Irish Two 
Thousand Guineas winner. in his last 
gallop before the Derby. had stumbled 
and injured himself at the road which 
crosses the Derby course. Among the 
24 colts which went to the post were 4 
trained in France (Hafiz. Phil Drake. 
Point Gamma. Bryn) and 3 trained in 
Ireland (Daemon, Windsor Sun, Pana- 
slipper). The French won and the Irish 
took second place against the 17 colts 
trained in England. 

Starting favorite at 11 to 4 was Alice 
Lady Derby’s Acropolis (Donatello H— 
Aurora. by Hyperion), unbeaten since he 
finished fifth in his first start last June, 
but contradictorily unimpressive his 
home work. Second choice at 15 to 2 was 
the Irish colt Daemon, winner of the 15¢- 
mile Chester Vase by 8 lengths. The 
Two Thousand Guineas winner My Babu 
was 8 to 1. Next in order, at 100 to 8, 
were True Cavalier and the French colts 
Hafiz and Phil Drake. 

Phil Drake, unraced at 2. made his first 
appearance in the 1955 Prix Juigne. where, 
in a strong late run, he lost by a head to 
his stablemate Datour. which later was a 
good second in the Prix Hocquart. In 
their last home work. Phil Drake had 
the more impressive performance. and 
Francois Dupre decided against running 
Datour at Epsom. 
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Best-looking colts in the paddock before 
the race were Phil Drake. Acropolis. True 
Cavalier. Our Babu. and Windsor Sun. 
and the best canters on the way to the 
post were those of Our Babu and Phil 
Drake. The track was in good condition. 
damp from recent rains and drying out 
under the warm sun. 

Unlucky in drawing the No. 1 post posi- 
tion. Our Babu had to hustle to hold a 
favorable running position. with the result 
that he was spent before reaching Tatten- 
ham Corner. and he finished ninth. The 
leader down the backstretch and around 
the turn into the straight was Noble 
Chieftain. whose nearest contention in the 
first mile was from True Cavalier. Starlit. 
Solarium, Point Gamma. Daemon. and 
Our Babu. with Acropolis going well be- 
hind them. 

Coming down the hill at Tattenham 
Corner. Cardington King moved into the 
lead and, a length back. Praetorian ranged 
alongside Noble Chieftain. Next behind 
the leaders at this point were Acropolis. 
True Cavalier. Bryn. and Hafiz. Phil 
Drake. which had started in the middle of 
the pack. had dropped back to 19th place. 
The Irish colt Panaslipper. tenth as they 
reached the straight. moved up to the 
leaders and passed them so quickly that he 
appeared the probable winner. 

Phil Drake was gaining on the outside. 
but 300 yards from home he still was a 
long way behind the leader. As Pana- 


slipper edged to the right. Fred Palmer 
had to make the same switch to the left 
with Phil Drake that*Rae Johnstone had 
made with Amour Drake in 1949. This 
time grandpa Panorama shortened the 
stride of Panaslipper enough that Phil 
Drake had time to overtake him and win 
by a length and a half. 

Acropolis was third. 3 lengths behind 
Panaslipper. 34 of a length ahead of 
Cardington King. with True Cavalier 2 
lengths farther back. Bryn was sixth, 
followed by National Anthem. Kookaburra, 
Our Babu. Praetorian. Hafiz. and Noble 
Chieftain. 

D. Smith. who rode Acropolis. thought 
the slow pace had been to the disadvant- 
age of his horse: the time was 2:3945. or 
6 seconds more than *Mahmoud’s record. 
Fred Palmer’s opinion was that Phil Drake 
ran very green and has a lot to learn. 

Trained by Francois Mathet. whose ex- 
cellence is attested by frequent victories 
with second- and third-class horses as 
well as by champions such as Tantieme. 
Phil Drake was fortunate also in_ his 
jockey. Fred Palmer has won the Grand 
Prix de Paris 3 times in the last 5 years— 
and the Longchamp course requires as 
much skill and intelligence as Epsom.
